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DOUBLE TRACK SIDING. 9,000 FEET LONG, ADVANCES 
TO UNK PENNA RAILROADS MORRISVILLE YARDS 
WITH NEW FAIRLESS WORKS OF U. S. STEEL COMPANY 


Plant Call for Siding Laid on Earth Embankment, at Easy 
Descending Gradient Into Steel Plant, Crossing The 
P. R. R. Main Tracks and Highway 13 Over Series 
of Seven Concrete Spans and Steel Girder Bridge. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad announced today that 
work is progressing rapidly on the construction project in 
Falls Township which will link the railroad a Morrisville 
freight yard with the new Fairless Works of the United 
States Steel Company located on the Delaware River, near 
Morrisville. 
Plans call for a double, track siding, 9,000 feet in 
length, to be laid on an earth embankment at an easy de 
scending gradient into the steel plant and crossing the 
Pennsylvania's five main line tracks and the Bristol I urn- 
pike (U. S. Highway I 3) over a series of seven reinforced 
concrete spans and a steel girder bridge. The project will 
cost an estimated $1,250,000 and is expected to be com­ 
pleted by the end of this year. 
As described by L. P. St ruble. 
chief engineer of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad’s E astern Region, under 
whose general supervision the work 
Is being carried out, the new spur 
will leave the eastern end of the 
M orrisville Yard at a high level 
and will descend to the plant site 
on 
an 
average 
grade 
of 
seven 
Inches per one hundred feet. The 
more than half a million cubic 
yards of em bankm ent needed for the 
project is being obtained from a lo­ 
cation about a mile to the west, on 
railroad-ow ned property lying be­ 
tween the M orrisville Yard and the 
Lincoln Highway IU. 8. I). 
A large reinforced concrete pipe 
will he laid iii the bed of the 
abandoned canal form erly owned 
by the Lehigh Coal & Navigation 
Company, hut now the property of 
the Com monwealth of Pennsylvania, 
to provide for continued flowage 
of canal w aters. Pill will be carried 
close to the tw o westbound main 
line passenger and freight tracks 
and in the area between them and 
the two eastbound through tracks 
and the additional single industrial 
track which parallels them at this 
point.
